Since no 
funds are available 
from 
other 
sources, the convention must appro­ 
priate funds -when It convenes, lf 
the work is to be carried on. 
Already the committee has sent 
to each member of the convention 
copies of the Journals of th* Con­ 
stitutional 
Convention 
of 
1875. 
These volumes were supplied by the 
State Historical Society, Chairman 
O’Fallon has reported. 
In addition j 
to this, the committee has outlined 
four other sources of material that 
will be supplied to the members, if 
they approve the plan. 
Each mem­ 
ber would be supplied with a copy 
of Xfettleborgh’s “American 
State 
Constitutions,” containing the con­ 
stitutions of all the other states in 
the nation; a history of the Con 
stitut’on of Missouri, already pre

farmers in the county and the 
in­ 
crease per person of $1,032.74. 
Mr. 
Smith said that Sedalia 
had 
long 
been known as the center of a very 
active dairy community, 
but 
that 
evidently the dairy farmers m ust be 
largely confined to the 
immediate 
vicinity of Sedalia for 
the reason 
that Pettis county, as a whole, did 
not make a very creditable showing 
with many other counties of Missou­ 
ri in the total production of dairy 
products. 
' ' Urged Better Rural Schools 
Mr. Smith had a number of maps 
and charts showing that the 
cam­ 
paign for consolidated rural schools 
was becoming almost as 
universal 
over the United States as the move­ 
ment for good roads. 
His illustra­ 
tions showed that Indiana had 
900 
consolidated rural 
schools; 
Ohio, 
800; Texas, 630; 
Mississippi, 625; 
Iowa, 400; Alabama, 
350; 
George, 
325; Tennessee, S09; Oklahoma, 240; 
Missouri 155. He dwelt at length on 
the advantages of consolidated rural 
schools with a complete four year 
course In domestic science, manual 
training and agriculture, with 
the 
pupils conveyed to and from school 
aft public expense and insisted 
that 
every boy and girl on the farm was 
entitled to the advantages of a high 
school education without having 
to 
leave home to get it. 
Of the 155 Missouri consolidated 
rural schools there are only about 12 
where the pupils are hauled to and 
from school at public expense end 
many of these 
consolidated 
rural 
schools are not complete, 
do 
not 
have the full four-year course. 
The 
bad roads of Missouri have been one 
of the greatest obstacles In the way 
of 
successfully

community schools, but Missouri is 
becoming aroused to the importance 
of better educations for the rural pu­ 
pils and better roads, 
two 
of the 
things that will aid in a great meas­ 
ure to hold the rural population to 
the farms. 
The Missouri Road Situation 
Mr. Smith displayed the 
map of 
Missouri showing the 7500 miles of 
state roads designated by the 
re­ 
cent special session of the legisla­ 
ture and which will be, in time, con­ 
structed by the state and 
federal 
government. 
This system gives 
to 
each county an average of about 65 
miles. He also showed 
a map of 
Missouri giving the counties which 
had voted county bond 
issues 
to 
build county roads 
and since the 
state and federal governments would 
build the state roads, 
these 
local 
bond issues could be used to build 
county roads connecting with 
the 
state system. 
Wisconsin, the leading dairy state 
of the union, has 18,600 miles of pav­ 
ed and gravel roads, an average 
of 
262 miles to every county. Mr. Smith 
insisted that every county in 
Mis­ 
souri should 
make 
provision 
for 
building at least 200 miles of county 
roads to connect up with the 
state 
reads before Missouri would be in a 
class with Wisconsin, 
and by the 
time Missouri catches up with Wis­ 
consin, that state will probably have 
500 miles of gravel and paved roads 
iii every county, for the reason that 
Wisconsin is spending about $30,000,- 
000 per year for the construction of 
state and county roads.
